A handy and useful* machine has 
been invented for testiugthe strength 
of fibers while in a raw or unmanu- 
factured state. So as to secure uni- 
formity in the test the quantity of 
fibers to be tested is regulated by a 
guago specially provided for tho pur- 
pose. The respective ends of the 
fibers aro then placed in two vises, 
ono of which is coupled up to the 
piston of a pneumatic check cylinder, 
while the other is attached by a 
strong cable to a worm and wheel 
motion. The handle connected with 
the worm gearing is then turned, and 
by an automatic adjustment of the 
pressure in the pneumatic cylinder 
tho utmost limit of the capacity of 
the fiber is reached before breaking 
takes place. The actual breaking 
Strength of tho fiber is registered on 
a dial fixed on the cylinder casing.— 
Philadelphia Press.

perature. Of late years lamp glasses 
have been made by a secret process 
which makes them so tough that even 
if touched with a redhot iron they 
will seldom crack. Now an inventor 
has gone a step further and has pro- 
duced a glass which will stand a 
greater <ieat without bending ojr 
breaking than iron. If this can be 
put on the market on a'commercial 
basis, it will 'promptly revolutionize 
our ideas of building and enable 
much larger panes cjf glass to boused 
than are practicable now.— Chicago

The crowd thickens around the 
Durga kund, or monkey temple of 
Benares, dedicated to the god " 
Durga, authoress of pain, Borrow 
death. She is worshiped by the 
riiice of goats and buffaloes in order 
to appease her wrath and avert her 
vengeance. In the center of the tem- 
ple court numerous monkeys gambol 
and chatter as they climb about an 
ancient tamarind tree, and the se- 
date looking head of this lively fam 
ily sits on a bough and pelts us with 
leaves, as though resenting our in- 
trusion within the sacred pieoincts. 

The worshipers give ah .is in food 
to these sacred monkeyr, which are 
dedicated to Durga and plneed under 
her protection. An upright post in 
the quadrangle serves ay u, sacrifice 
altar, the animal's nec': being in- 
serted within a central slit like a 
double pronged fork. The execu- 
tioner with his ax faces the temple, 
and an acolyte pulls the hind legs of 
the victim until the neck is sufficient- 
ly stretched for one blow to sever the 
bead from the body. Failure in this 
particular betokens evil to the offerer 
of the sacrifice.— All the Year Round. 



A woman buying furniture in a 
shop is often at a considerable disad- 
vantage. So called oak, cherry and 
mahogany furniture are frequently 
quite inferior woods and not at all 
what the purchaser fancies she is 
lecting.
